EARLY  PLANTAGENET  COINAGE.

The  coinage  of  the  early  Plantagenet  kings  (I  exclude  those  of  the  later  Lancas¬ 
trian  and  Yorkist  branches  of  the  dynasty)  covers  a  period  of  practically  two  and  a 
half  centuries. 

The  Norrnan  kings  had  taken  over  the  native  Anglo-Saxon  monetary  system  and 
had  retained  it  virtually  without  alteration.  Local  mints  operated  to  supply  local 
needs,  though  certain  controls  were  exercised  by  the  crown  and  the  king  derived 
substantial  revenue  through  farming  out  the  minting  rights  to  the  boroughs.  The 
silver  penny  was  the  only  money  to  be  coined. 

The  system  worked  reasonably  well  when  a  strong  central  authority  was  in  control 
and  took  steps  to  ensure  that  the  coinage  was  maintained  in  good  condition.  It  is 
small  wonder  that  the  moneyers  took  every  advantage  of  the  disturbed  conditions 
that  existed  in  Stephen’s  reign  to  debase  the  currency  by  issuing  badly  struck, 
base  or  lightweight  coins. 

Henry  Plantagenet  was  a  great-grandson  of  William  the  Conqueror.  His 
mother  was  Matilda,  the  daughter  of  Henry  I,  whose  first  husband  was  the  German 
Emperor  Henry  V.  She  continued  to  be  known  as  the  “  Empress  ”,  even  after  her 
second  marriage  to  Count  Geoffrey  of  Anjou.  In  1 1 54  on  the  death  of  King  Stephen, 
against  whom  Matilda  and  her  son  had  waged  a  long  civil  war,  Henry  succeeded  to 
the  crown  of  England  under  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of  Wallingford. 

Henry  had  inherited  the  lands  of  Anjou  on  the  death  of  his  father  in  1 151,  and  by 
his  marriage  in  1152  to  Eleanor,  Duchess  of  Aquitaine  (she  was  the  divorced  wife  of 
the  French  King  Louis  VI I,  and  was  an  heiress  in  her  own  right)  he  became  one  of 
the  most  powerful  nobles  in  Europe  after  the  emperor.  Though  nominally  a  vassal 
of  the  French  king,  Henry  was  often  in  dispute  with  his  sovereign  lord.  Besides  his 
English  coins  Henry  issued  deniers  and  obols  for  circulation  in  the  Duchy  of 
Aquitaine,  so  too  did  Eleanor  and  their  son  Richard  after  he  was  made  Duke. 
Henry  was  a  man  of  great  energy  and  organising  ability.  He  spent  the  great  part  of 
his  reign  in  his  French  territories,  but  on  his  accession  to  the  English  throne  he  began 
reorganising  the  English  legal  system,  formed  a  department  of  state  known  as  the 
Exchequer  to  maintain  the  finances  of  the  realm,  and  in  1158  ordered  a  new  English 
coinage. 

Previously  the  reverse  type  of  the  coinage  was  changed  at  regular  intervals  and 
a  limited  number  of  types  were  current  at  any  one  time.  The  king  received  his  dues, 
usually  20s.,  when  moneyers  collected  their  dies  from  London  for  striking  money  of  a 
new  type.  It  was  Henry’s  intention  that  there  should  be  only  one  type  of  money  in 
circulation  and  that  this  type  should  remain  unaltered.  It  is  probably  from  this  date 
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that  the  king’s  seigneurage  was  established;  this  was  a  charge,  in  addition  to  the 
expenses  of  minting,  paid  on  each  pound  weight  of  bullion  to  be  minted  into  coin. 


Henry’s  new  coinage,  the  Cross  and  Crosslets  issue  (or  “  Tealby  ”  coinage  as  it 
is  usually  called,  from  the  large  hoard  of  this  type  found  at  Tealby,  Lines,  in  1807) 
was  minted  initially  at  29  mints  employing  98  moneyers,  but  after  the  bulk  of  old 
money  had  been  recoined  we  find  that  fewer  than  40  moneyers  were  operating  at  1 5 
mints.  This  compares  with  over  50  mints  at  work  in  the  time  of  Henry  I. 

The  Tealby  coins  are  notorious  for  their  ugly  appearance  and  poor  workmanship, 
and  it  is  exceptional  to  find  a  coin  on  which  the  inscriptions  are  completely  legible. 
For  some  reason  coins  from  the  northern  mints  of  Newcastle  and  Carlisle,  and  some 
of  the  coins  of  York  and  Durham,  are  more  circular  in  shape  and  better  struck  than 
those  from  mints  further  South. 

This  coinage  lasted  22  years  and  in  its  later  years  was  struck  by  only  28  moneyers 
operating  at  a  dozen  mints.  In  1179,  probably  in  response  to  complaints  about  the 
state  of  the  currency  and  possibly  due  to  particular  irregularities,  an  official  enquiry 
led  to  a  visitation  of  a  number  of  mints  in  the  Midlands.  The  moneyers  did  not 
come  out  of  this  enquiry  well,  and  the  next  year  an  Angevin  goldsmith,  Philip  Aimery 
of  Tours,  was  sent  over  to  design  a  new  coinage.  His  name  appears  as  fil  aimer  on 
some  of  the  new  “  Short  Cross  ”  coins  of  the  London  mint,  but  he  was  shortly 
afterwards  dismissed  under  suspicion  of  fraud. 

The  new  coins  had  a  short  voided  cross  on  the  reverse  which  facilitated  their 
division  into  halves  and  quarters,  but  the  short-cross  coins  cannot  be  called  well- 
designed  as  the  king’s  head  was  crude  and  unbalanced  and  within  a  few  years  had 
degenerated  into  a  horrible  caricature  of  a  head. 


To  undertake  the  recoinage  70  moneyers  were  employed  at  11  mints,  but  within 
five  years  the  number  of  moneyers  had  been  reduced  to  20  and  the  mints  to  nine. 
On  the  accession  of  Richard  I  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  was  again  granted  the 
minting  rights  which  had  been  withdrawn  by  Henry  1 1  about  the  time  of  the  murder 
of  Thomas  Becket.  During  Richard’s  reign  when  money  was  being  raised  for  the 
Crusades,  twelve  mints  were  working  with  a  total  of  31  moneyers.  It  must  be 
emphasised  that  at  this  period  the  moneyers  were  no  mere  workmen  or  craftsmen, 
but,  as  contemporary  records  show,  they  were  required  to  be  law-abiding  burgesses, 
and  in  some  cases  they  are  known  to  have  been  distinguished  citizens  with  a  recorded 
history  of  public  service. 

The  Short  Cross  coinage  was  continued  for  67  years  through  four  reigns.  Not 
only  did  the  reverse  type  remain  unchanged  but  throughout  the  whole  period  the 
title  HENRicus  REX  was  retained.  There  are,  therefore,  no  English  coins  of  Richard 
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or  John  which  bear  their  names.  John  was  made  Lord  of  Ireland  in  1180  and  his 
Irish  coins  have  the  title  iohannes  dominus  and  later  iohannes  rex. 

The  late  Dr.  L.  A.  Lawrence  in  his  monumental  work  on  the  Short  Cross 
coinage  (and  the  Long  Cross  coinage  that  succeeded  it)  showed  that  the  coins  can  be 
classified  into  consecutive  groups^  based  on  variations  of  design  or  lettering,  and 
that  each  group  can  be  dated  within  quite  narrow  limits. 

A  year  or  two  after  the  Short  Cross  coinage  was  introduced  the  currency  began  to 
deteriorate  again,  mainly  due  to  the  attentions  of  the  coin  clippers.  A  new  enquiry 
into  the  state  of  the  coinage  took  place  in  1205,  and  King  John  demonetized  all  coins 
that  had  lost  more  than  ^th  of  their  full  weight.  Four  new  mints  were  opened  to 
re-coin  the  clipped  money  and  74  moneyers  were  employed  on  this  recoinage  work. 
At  Chichester  2  moneyers  worked  for  the  King  and  one  for  the  Bishop.  Though 
the  same  general  design  was  retained  the  new  coins  show  some  improvement  in  style. 
King  John  also  ordered  the  mint  to  make  penny  weights  so  that  it  could  easily  be 
seen  whether  a  coin  had  its  full  legal  weight. 


Throughout  the  Middle  Ages  there  seem  to  have  been  cycles  of  currency 
“  debasement  ”  and  reform.  In  the  period  with  which  W'e  are  dealing  there  were 
recoinages  in  1158,  1180,  1205,  1247,  1279,  1299,  1335,  1343  and  1351. 

To  undertake  a  new  coinage  it  had  to  be  a  paying  proposition  for  bullion  to  be 
brought  to  the  mint.  The  merchants  who  brought  sub-standard  coin  to  the  mint 
as  bullion  would  get  returned  to  them  a  smaller  number  of  new  coins  of  standard 
weight  and  fineness,  and  they  also  had  deducted  the  minting  charges;  but  when 
large  quantities  of  coin  were  taken  out  of  circulation  for  some  months  while  it  was 
being  recoined,  the  consequent  shortage  of  money  left  in  circulation  resulted  in 
what  coin  there  was  available  fetching  a  premium  above  its  bullion  value.  The 
newly  coined  money,  if  only  released  slowly,  commanded  even  more  of  a  premium. 
However,  when  coin  commanded  a  good  premium  over  bullion  it  was  also  the  most 
profitable  time  for  counterfeiters  to  convert  bullion  into  coin,  particularly  as  the 
forger  paid  no  royal  seigneurage.  [It  was  for  this  same  reason  that  sovereigns 
were  counterfeited  abroad  after  World  War  IL]  As  soon  as  the  coinage  became 
diluted  with  clipped,  base  and  false  coin,  any  premium  of  coin  over  bullion  tended 
to  decrease,  and  when  this  happened  all  the  better  coin  was  gleaned  from  circulation 
and  illegally  exported  or  melted  down.  Throughout  the  Middle  Ages  there  were 
repeated  orders  forbidding  the  export  of  English  coin,  and  searchers  were  employed 
at  the  ports  to  see  that  cargoes  for  foreign  lands  had  no  coin  concealed  in  them. 

Foreign  coin  seems  to  have  been  accepted  in  circulation  quite  readily,  and  we 
have  the  evidence  of  coin  hoards  to  support  this,  and  here  again,  though  laws  were 
continually  being  passed  prohibiting  the  importation  of  base  foreign  money, 
fortunes  could  be  made  by  smuggling  in  foreign  sterlings  which  were  minted  below 
the  weight  or  standard  of  fineness  of  English  coin.  It  was  the  poor  who  suffered 
most  from  the  currency  debasement,  for  when  a  recoinage  was  in  the  offing  merchants 
would  refuse  to  accept  money  that  was  very  base  or  clipped.  The  Jews  were 
frequently  blamed  for  the  state  of  the  currency  and  sometimes  underwent  severe 
persecution  for  this  reason. 

Henry  III  drastically  reduced  the  number  of  mints  to  six.  London  and 
Canterbury  now  supplied  the  bulk  of  the  coinage,  Canterbury  being  operated  in 
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conjunction  with  the  Archbishop.  The  Palatine  Bishop  of  Durham  was  allowed  to 
retain  his  minting  privileges,  and  so  too  was  the  Abbot  of  St.  Edmunds  whose  claim 
to  a  mint  was  too  ancient  to  be  denied.  In  all  only  38  moneyers  are  known  to  have 
operated  during  the  first  25  years  of  Henry’s  reign.  In  1242  the  centralization  of 
minting  was  taken  a  stage  further  when  Nicholas  of  St.  Albans  was  appointed 
Master-Worker  at  London  and  Canterbury  in  sole  charge  of  the  coinage  at  both 
mints.

SOME  NOTES  ON  GERMAN  CAMPAIGN  MEDALS.

It  was  with  great  interest  that  I  read  the  first  instalment  of  Mr.  Alec  A.  Purves’s 
“  The  Medals  of  the  German  States  for  the  1808-1815  Campaign  ”  in  the  November 
\Bidleiin.  The  article  performs  a  most  commendable  purpose  in  bringing  this 
^hitherto  little-publicized  field  to  the  attention  of  English  and  American  collectors. 
However,  certain  errors  and  omissions  should  be  corrected,  and  a  few  supplementary 
notes  might  prove  of  interest  to  those  attracted  to  the  field.  Virtually  all  of  the 
information  given  below  is  taken  from  Die  Tragbaren  Ehrenzeichen  Des  Deutschen 
Reiches^,  by  Dr.  Waldemar  von  Hessenthal  and  Georg  Schreiber  (Berlin:  1940),  the 
definitive  but  regrettably  rare  study  of  German  medals  and  decorations. 
ANHALT-KOETHEN.  War  Medal,  1813-15.  This  piece  was  instituted  in  1819. 
As  the  ducal  contingent  consisted  of  only  two  infantry  companies,  plus  a  few 
reservists,  the  medal  is  quite  scarce  and  has  been  counterfeited. 
ANHALT-BERNBOURG.  War  Medal,  1814-15.  Instituted  1818.  Some  600 
pieces  were  cast  in  the  State  Iron  Foundry  at  Magdesprung  from  moulds  prepared 
by  G.  Loos  of  Berlin,  one  of  the  leading  German  medallists  of  the  era. 
ANHALT-DESSAU.  Campaign  Cross,  1813-15.  Distributions  totalled  1068. 
BADEN.  Field  Service  Decoration,  1806-1871.  The  rather  rare  Napoleonic  date 
bars  are:  1806,  1806-07,  1807,  1808-1813,  1809,  1809-10,  1812,  1813,  1814,  1814-15 
and  1815. 

BAVARIA.  Military  Commemorative  Decoration,  1813-1814.  The  statement  that 
this  decoration  was  gilded  for  issue  to  officers  is  erroneous.  While  it  is  true  that 
many  gilt  crosses  are  found,  this  was  done  on  the  recipients’  initiative  without  official 
sanction.  The  single  gilded  cross  produced  was  a  unique  neck-badge,  approximately 
60  mm.  in  diameter  (nearly  twice  the  size  of  the  regular  cross)  presented  to  Prince 
iWrede. 

BRUNSWICK.  The  “  Waterloo  Honour  Ducat  ”  v/as  gold,  not  silver. 

Medal  of  Honour  for  Spain  and  Portugal.  This  medal  was  founded  by  Duke  Carl 
in  1824  and  originally  bore  the  cypher  “  c,”  but  in  1833  it  was  changed  to  bear  the 
initial  of  the  following  Duke  Wilhelm. 

Cross  of  Honour  for  1809.  This  is  a  regular  cross  pattee,  not  eight-pointed,  and 
is  32  mm.  in  diameter. 

FRANKFURT.  'War  Medal  for  the  Volunteers'  Battalion.  Instituted  on  5  July  1814, 
this  medal  was  also  issued  in  gold  (with  a  weight  of  20.5  gm.)  to  the  Austrian  Field- 
Marshal  Prince  Friederhielten  of  Hesse-Homburg;  his  brother.  Prince  Philip  of 
Hesse-Homburg;  and  the  Austrian  Major-General  von  Mecsery.  Another  was 
attached  to  the  battalion  colour  in  1828.  This  medal  too  was  designed  by  Loos. 
A  total  of  373  silver  medals  were  struck. 

Line  Officers'  Cross,  1814.  The  cross  is  light  bronze,  lacquered  black.  100  officers 
received  crosses  and  42  more  received  bestowals  but  no  cross. 
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War  Medal  for  Officers  and  Men^  1815.  Records  indicate  that  340  silver  pieces 
were  awarded. 

Cross  of  Honour  for  the  Loyal  Volunteers  of  the  2nd  Reserve  Battalion  {Fulda). 
This  very  interesting  decoration,  not  included  in  the  November  Bulletin,  was 
instituted  30  July  1814,  to  reward  the  loyal  members  of  a  battalion  which  staged  a 
partial  mutiny.  It  consists  of  a  cross-pattee  with  sharply  pointed  arms.  The  officer’s 
cross  bears,  obv.,  in  flowing  script,  the  inscription  fulda  /  g.g.f.  /  1814;  rev.,  m.g.  / 
F.D.v.  /  1813.  It  is  silver-gilt,  27  mm.  in  diameter.  There  were  28  awarded.  The 
other  ranks’  decoration  is  identical,  but  in  bronze-gilt  and  26  mm.,  and  lacks  the 
word  “  FULDA,”  obv.  A  total  of  179  were  bestowed. 

PRUSSIA.  Iron  Cross,  1813.  A  total  of  668  1st  Class  (including  two  non- 
combattants’)  and  10,015  2nd  Class  (including  869  non-combattants’)  crosses  were 
bestowed.  The  original  issue  was  made  of  black  velvet  with  an  embroidered  silver 
edging,  sewn  on  a  piece  of  cardboard.  The  most  deceptive  fakes  are  created  by 
erasing  the  obverse  of  an  Iron  Cross  1870  or  1914.  For  this  reason,  collectors  should  ^ 
pay  particular  attention  to  any  pitting,  apparent  corrosion,  etc.,  on  the  smooth  side  of  ^ 
the  cross. 

Military  Decoration  of  Honour.  This  decoration  evolved  from  the  Military  Merit 
Medal  founded  by  King  Friedrich  Wilhelm  II  in  1793  and  awarded  (in  gold  and 
silver)  by  his  successor,  Friedrich  Wilhelm  III,  until  1814.  Friedrich  Wilhelm  III 
created  the  Military  Decoration  to  replace  this  medal  by  a  Cabinet  Order  of  September 
30,  1814.  The  2nd  Class  (medal)  is  identical  to  the  last  issue  (1797-1814)  of  the 
superseded  Military  Merit  Medal  except  that  it  lacks  the  engraver’s  initial  ‘L’ 
(for  G.  Loos)  found  on  the  obverse  of  the  earlier  award. 

REUSS.  Cross  of  Honour  for  the  Campaign.  Approximately  900  pieces  were 

distributed. 

SAXE-WEIMAR-EISENACH.  Medal  for  the  1809-15  Campaign.  Also  by  Loos. 

Medal  of  Merit,  1815.  This  medal  was  founded  during  the  occupation  of  Paris. 
The  die  was  cut  by  the  famous  French  medallist  Bertrand  Andrieu  in  the  Paris  Mint, 
and  the  inscription  Andrieu  F.’  appears  below  the  bust  of  Carl  August,  obverse. 
The  bust  was  modelled  after  a  wax  relief  executed  by  the  sculptor  Leonard  Posch,  of 
Weimar.  A  total  of  25  gold  (with  a  weight  of  52.5  gm.)  and  approximately  100  silver 
and  bronze  medals  were  produced.  They  were  not  initially  intended  to  be  worn  and 
were  issued  without  means  of  suspension,  but  a  decree  of  20  June  1820  approved 
them  for  wear  on  the  White  Falcon  ribbon. 

SAXON-DUCHIES  (-Meiningen,  -Coburg-Saalfeld  and  -Hildenburghausen). 
Medal  of  Military  Merit,  1814.  This  is  an  extremely  rare  medal,  only  8  gold  (for^ 
officers)  and  27  silver  pieces  having  been  struck  in  the  Saalfeld  Mint.  All  the  gold  V 
but  only  14  of  the  silver  pieces  were  awarded. 

SAXE-COBURG-SAALFELD.  Medal  for  the  Volunteers  of  the  V.  Germany 
Army  Corps,  1815.  The  iron  medal  was  the  same  size  for  all  ranks,  but  the  officers’ 
medal  had  a  silver  rim  of  4  mm.,  while  those  for  the  men  was  only  1  mm.  A  total  of 
1708  pieces,  including  108  for  officers,  were  produced  in  the  Saalfeld  Mint  in  the 
summer  of  1815. 

SAXE-ALTENBURG.  Commemorative  Decoration  for  the  Veterans  of  1813/15. 
Instituted  9  October  1863,  for  the  50th  anniversary  celebration  of  the  battle  of 
Leipzic.  The  medal  is  15  mm.  in  diameter,  and  there  are  three  date  varieties: 
1813/14, 1813/15  and  1814/15. 

SCHAUMBURG-LIPPE.  Military  Medal  for  Instituted  15  November 

1831. 

SCHWARZBURG-RUDOLSTADT.  Commemorative  Cross  for  1814-15. 
Instituted  by  Prince  Friedrich  Gunther  on  2  July  1816. 
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SCHWARZBURG-SONDERHAUSEN.  Commemorative  Medal  for  1814-15. 
Instituted  1815,  and  prepared  by  G.  Loos. 

WALDECK.  Campaign  Medal,  1813-15.  Instituted  14  January  1850;  the  reverse 
dates  were  engraved  in  the  following  four  combinations:  1813  1815,  1813  1814, 
1814  and  1813/14-15. 

WUERTTEMBERG.  Medals  for  Brienne,  La  Fere  Champenoise  and  Paris,  The 
dies  for  these  three  medals  and  the  following  cross  w^ere  all  cut  by  the  medallist 
Johan  Ludwig  Wagner  in  the  Stuttgart  Mint. 

Military  Cross  of  Merit  for  the  1815  Campaign.  Instituted  3  July  1815;  35  mm. 
The  lettering  (crowmed  cypher  fr,  inscription  der  tarferkeit  und  treue)  is  all  on  one 
side,  the  reverse  being  uninscribed. 

CONVERSION  OF  ISLAMIC  DATES  BY  AN 

ADDITIVE  METHOD.

A  bothersome  feature  of  the  study  of  Islamic  coins  is  the  determination  of  the 
European  equivalent  of  the  lunar  Islamic  year.  A  very  simple  conversion  can  be 
made  by  deducting  3  per  cent,  from  the  number  of  the  Islamic  year,  and  adding  622; 
all  remainders  are  rounded  olf.  Thus  for  1200  a.h.,  by  deducting  3  per  cent,  or  36, 
and  adding  622,  we  find  the  rough  equivalent  to  be  a.d.  1786. 

This  is  quite  a  rough  approximation,  for  very  seldom  do  the  a.h. -and  a.d.  years 
come  close  to  coincidence.  An  exact  method,  found  in  several  reference  works, 
including  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  requires  considerable  arithmetic,  and  still 
may  be  off  a  day  or  two,  depending  on  the  incidence  of  Christian  and  Islamic  leap- 
years.  In  this  method,  one  multiplies  the  number  of  the  Islamic  year  by  0.970224 
and  adds  621.5774,  and  the  result  gives  the  whole  number  of  the  equivalent  a.d.  year, 
while  the  decimal  remainder,  multiplied  by  365,  gives  the  approximate  day  of  the 
Christian  year  on  which  the  lunar  Islamic  year  began:  that  is,  the  day  on  which 
1st  Muharram  of  the  given  year  fell.  For  a.h.  1200,  the  process  yields  the  result 
1785.8472,  so  1st.  Muharram  1200  fell  late  in  a.d.  1785.  Multiplying  0.8472  by 
365  yields  309.228,  so  1st  Muharram  fell  on  the  309th  day  of  a.d.  1785,  which 
would  correspond  to  the  5th  November. 

Detailed  lists  of  equivalent  dates,  such  as  are  found  in  the  British  Museum 
catalogues  of  the  Coins  of  the  Shahs  of  Persia  and  of  the  Coins  of  the  Moghul 
Emperors  of  India,  give  actual  correspondence  as  1st  Muharram  1200  equals 
4th  November  1785.  To  avoid  continual  arithmetical  exercise,  and  yet  obtain  a 
reasonably  close  answer,  I  have  developed  a  compromise  by  which  the  bulk  of  the 
arithmetic  is  done  in  advance,  and  only  addition  is  required. 

Using  the  exact  method,  I  have  calculated  the  equivalence  of  the  1st  Muharram 
of  the  Islamic  century  years  to  two  decimal  places,  and  have  arranged  them  in  a  table. 
To  this  I  have  added  a  second  table  giving  the  solar  values  of  decades  and  units  of 
lunar  years.  A  third  table  lists  the  day  of  the  solar  year  corresponding  to  the  first 
day  of  each  European  month  in  the  normal  year  of  365  days. 

For  conversion  of  an  Islamic  date,  the  number  of  the  year  is  divided  into  three 
components :  century,  decade  and  unit.  The  century  years  being  already  converted 
into  Gregorian  years,  the  equivalent  of  a.h.  1200  is  found  in  Table  I  directly  as 
1785.85.  Multiplying  0.85  by  365,  we  obtain  the  date  of  1st  Muharram  1200  as  the 
310th  day  of  A.D.  1785,  which  by  the  third  table  is  found  to  be  the  6th  November. 
So  the  error  in  this  compromise  system  is  only  one  day  greater  than  that  of  the  full 
arithmetical  method. 

The  fact  that  the  tables  needed  are  easily  typed  on  a  small  index  card,  and  the 
necessary  procedure  outlined  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  card,  makes  the  system 
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readily  applicable  at  any  time  by  carrying  the  little  card  in  wallet  or  pocket-notebook, 
and  having  use  of  pencil  and  notepaper  when  one  wishes  to  convert  an  Islamic  date. 

There  is  one  pitfall  to  be  avoided:  Iran  and  Afghanistan  have  both  adopted  a 
solar  calendar  for  civil  purposes  which  also  uses  the  Hegira  of  a.d.  622  as  the  point 
of  origin.  This  results  in  a  duplication  of  dates,  since  both  used  the  normal  Islamic 
lunar  system:  in  Iran,  the  change  was  made  in  1925  a.d.,  which  was  a.h.  1344  lunar 
style,  but  became  a.h.  1304  solar  style.  Thus  Iranian  coins  bearing  dates  between 
1304  and  1344  may  be  dated  in  either  system,  and  the  types  and  inscriptions  must  be 
closely  studied  to  determine  which. 

In  Afghanistan  the  change  was  made  in  a.d.  1920,  which  was  a.h.  1299  solar 
style;  lunar  dates  reappear  after  the  overthrow  of  King  Amanullah,  and  run  up  to 
A.H.  1351  lunar  style.  Fortunately  the  coins  are  quite  distinctive  and  the  proper 
date  is  not  hard  to  establish,  but  duplicate  dates  can  thus  appear  in  the  Afghan 
series  from  A.H.  1299  to  a.h.  1351. 

To  convert  “  Persian  solar  years  ”  to  Gregorian  years,  we  need  only  add  622  to 
the  number  of  the  year;  the  Persian  and  Afghan  year  begins  on  the  vernal  equinox, 
which  is  the  1st  Farvardin  and  will  be  either  March  21  or  22,  and  the  result  of  the 
addition  gives  us  the  Gregorian  year  in  which  the  Persian  year  ended.  Thus  a.h. 
1304,  Persian  solar  style,  ended  on  21st  March  1926  and  a.h.  1305  began  on  22nd 
xMarch  1926.  The  idea  of  beginning  the  year  on  the  first  day  of  spring  is  quite  a 
refreshing  thought,  and  logical  too:  rather  a  pity  Julius  Caesar  didn’t  think  of  it. 
But  even  if  he  had,  I  suppose  Henry  VHI  or  Oliver  Cromwell  would  have  changed 
it  anyhow.

A.H.  1293  has  the  parts  1200i-90-J-3. 

From  Table  I,  the  equivalence  of  a.h.  1293  is  a.d.  1785.85.  To  this  figure  we 
add  the  values  of  90  lunar  years  and  of  3  lunar  years  from  Table  II:  1785. 85-f 
87.32 -i  2.91  equals  1876.08. 

Thus  A.H.  1293  began  early  in  a.d.  1876.  By  multiplying  365  by  the  decimal 
remainder  (0.08)  we  can  find  the  day  of  that  year,  the  29th,  so  a.h.  1293  began 
on  or  about  the  29th  January  1876. 

For  greater  remainders,  consult  Table  HI,  which  shows  the  day  of  the  Occidental 
year  corresponding  to  the  first  day  of  each  month. 
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6.  To  fix  a  lunar  date  within  the  Islamic  year,  add  the  lunar  months  and  days  to  the 
date  found  by  conversion,  which  is  the  1st  Muharram  of  the  given  year  a.h.

Grierson  expressed  his  thanks  to  members  of 
Council  and  to  the  Fellowship  as  a  whole  for  their 
helpfulness  and  support  to  him  in  his  years  as  President 
and  invited  the  newly-elected  President,  Mr.  D.  F.  Allen 
to  take  the  Chair. 

As  there  w'as  no  other  business  to  transact  the  President 
then  closed  the  meeting  and  the  Society  adjourned  until 
the  beginning  of  the  new  session  on  18th  October,  1966. 

Birmingham  Num.  Soc.  At  the  “  Crown  Inn,” 
on  Wednesday,  July  6th,  attendance  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Birmingham  Numismatic  Society  was  good.  The 
speaker  f^or  the  evening  was  Mr.  Tony  Clayton,  whose 
subject  was  “  Aletals  in  Coinage.” 

After  outlining  briefly  the  properties  of  the  various 
metals  available.  Air.  Clayton  went  on  to  discuss  the 
suitability  of  certain  types  as  applied  to  coinage. 
Materials  other  than  metal  had,  of  course,  played  their 
part  as  currency  at  various  periods  in  history,  but  few 


possessed  the  durable  properties  of  the  chosen  metals — 
these  being,  primarily.  Gold,  Silver,  Copper,  Bronze, 
Zinc  and  Aluminium.  On  rare  occasions  other  metals 
such  as  tin  had  played  a  minor  part,  but  tin  was  subject 
to  structural  change  at  low  temperatures. 

Alloys  had  entered  the  field  of  coinage  production 
almost  from  the  beginning — as  the  cost  of  the  basic 
metals  so  often  came  to  exceed  the  denominational  value 
of  the  coin  itself.  In  effect — as  with  present-day  issues — 
rnany  types  have  purely  a  token  value.  Many  of  these 
alloys,  of  course,  provide  most  attractively  finished  coins, 
and  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  other  material  will  ever 
replace  metals  in  coinage. 

Mr.  Clayton’s  talk  was  w'ell  received  and  evoked 
many  questions.  A.  most  interesting  evening  came  to  an 
end  all  too  soon.  The  next  meeting  would  be  held  on 
Wednesday,  July  20th,  at  the  “  Crown  Inn,”  and  for 
this  a  coin-auction  was  programmed.

London  Num.  Club.  At  the  July  meeting  held  on 
the  12th  of  the  month,  Mr.  A.  J.  Alinchin  gave  a  most 
interesting  talk  entitled  “  Beauty  on  Greek  Coinage,” 
w'hich  was  welcome,  as  the  Greek  series  is  a  branch  of 
numismatics  not  frequently  touched  upon  at  the  Club’s 
meetings. 
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The  talk  was  illustrated  with  an  excellent  set  of  colour 
slides  and  with  the  assistance  of  these  the  speaker  was 
able  to  trace  the  development  in  the  style  and  fabric  of 
Greek  silver  from  approximately  400  B.c.  to  about 
100  B.C.  In  order  to  conform  with  the  title  of  the  lecture, 
Mr.  Minchin  did  not  deal  with  the  earliest  period,  that 
of  Archaic  art,  nor  with  the  transitional  period,  but  with 
the  period  called  Finest  Art,  roughly  from  415  B.c.  to 
336  B.c.  This  was  followed  by  the  periods  of  Later 
Fine  Art  and  the  Decline  of  Art,  and  the  beautiful 
reproductions  shown  on  the  screen  and  which  were 
taken  from  his  own  collection,  very  aptly  served  to 
complement  the  speaker’s  remarks. 

Amongst  the  finest  of  the  pieces  were  tetradrachms  of 
Philip  II,  Alexander  III  (the  Great),  Lysimachus, 
Ptolemy  I,  Ilieron  II,  Antigonus  Gonatus  and  Perseus. 
Many  specimens  of  smaller  denominations  were  also 
showTi. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  talk,  which  was  received  very 
warmly  by  members,  Mr.  Minchin  answered  a  number 
of  questions  put  to  him.

PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED. 

R.  H.  M.  DOLLEY,  M.R.I.A.,  F.S.A.  Sylloge  of  Coins  of  the  British  Isles.  The 
Hibemo-Norse  Coins  in  the  British  Museum.  Published  by  the  Trustees  of  the  British 
Museum,  London,  1966.  We  can  supply,  price  £5y-4l-  postage. 

The  British  Museum  cabinet  of  Hiberno-Norse  coins,  upon  which  this  latest  addition  to 
the  Sylloge  series  is  based,  while  by  no  means  the  largest  museum  collection,  is  nevertheless 
exceptionally  representative  of  the  series,  and  while  less  strong  numerically  than  some  of  the 
Irish  and  Scandinavian  museum  collections,  it  is  rather  better  balanced  having  had  certain 
advantages  with  regard  to  purchase  and  donation  not  enjoyed  by  the  others.  The  collection, 
thanks  to  the  new  book,  is  now  conveniently  presented  in  a  series  of  excellent  photographic 
illustrations,  for  the  benefit  of  students  and  collectors. 

The  work  commences  with  a  bibliographical  note  which  enumerates  and  discusses  all  the 
previous  works  on  the  subject,  and  in  addition  lists  the  principal  collections,  both  museum 
and  private,  which  contain  significant  quantities  of  Hiberno-Norse  material.  The  historical 
background  to  the  subject  is  also  fully  covered.  This  deals  with  the  numismatic  history  of 
Ireland  from  the  earliest  times  until  the  Ostmen  of  Dublin  began  to  strike  coins  for  themselves 
in  the  reign  of  King  Sihtric  III.  The  hoard  evidence  is  discussed  in  the  third  chapter  where 
twenty-six  deposits  are  listed  from  Ireland,  Scotland,  and  the  Isle  of  Alan,  together  with  some 
account  of  Scandinavian  hoards  with  particular  reference  to  Norway.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that,  with  the  exception  of  the  crux  type  imitations,  the  majority  of  Hiberno-Norse  coins 
extant  today,  dating  from  c.  1000-1020  a.d.,  originate  from  Continental  hoards.  An  apparent 
hiatus  in  Hiberno-Scandinavian  relations,  which  seems  to  have  occurred  in  the  third  decade 
of  the  eleventh  century,  is  reflected  in  the  pattern  of  Scandinavian  deposits  which,  for  all 
intents  and  purposes,  cease  to  contain  Irish  material  after  c.  1035  a.d.  All  later  Irish  eleventh 
and  early  twelfth  century  coins  originate  from  hoards  found  in  Ireland  and  the  Isle  of  Man. 

The  existing  coins  are  classified  into  seven  principal  “  coinages,”  and  where  particular 
coin  types  are  not  represented  in  the  British  Museum  collection  references  are  made  to  Dr. 
O’Sullivan’s  excellent  little  monograph  The  Earliest  Irish  Coinage  which  first  appeared  in  1959. 
In  nearly  every  case  the  Irish  coin  type  is  derived  from  an  identifiable  English  prototype  and 
this,  to  some  extent,  provides  a  terminus  post  quern  for  the  issue.  Caution  on  the  part  of  the 
student,  must,  however,  be  exercised  here  as  it  was  not  uncommon  for  types  to  be  imitated 
in  Ireland  that  had  been  obsolete  for  many  years  in  the  country  of  their  origin.  The  out¬ 
standing  example  of  this  is  the  “  Long  Cross  ”  type  of  i^thelred  II  which  proved  so  popular 
in  Ireland  that  it  continued  to  be  copied  for  as  long  as  the  Hiberno-Norsemen  continued  to 
strike  coins,  that  is  well  into  the  twelfth  century. 

The  Hiberno-Norse  series  of  coins  continued  to  be  issued  for  about  a  century  and  a  half 
and  during  this  period  a  progressive  decline  in  weight  standards  took  plate.  Metrology  there- 
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fore,  has  an  important  role  in  the  study  of  this  series  and  is  perhaps  the  best  guide  in  the  case 
of  material  derived  from  hoards  concealed  after  c.  1050  a,d.  where  the  corroborative  evidence 
of  dateable  English  elements  is  almost  invariably  lacking. 

The  result  of  Air.  Dolley’s  research  as  presented  in  this  book  now  enables  Hiberno-Norse 
material  to  be  dated  much  more  firmly  than  was  previously  the  case,  and  although  they  still 
lack  the  precision  of  dating  enjoyed  by  the  post-Eadgar  series  of  Anglo-Saxon  coins,  every 
type  can  nevertheless  be  dated  with  some  confidence  to  within  a  decade  or  so,  and  some  of  the 
earlier  issues  much  closer  than  that. 

Another  useful  feature  which  requires  mention  is  a  master  concordance  which  embraces 
the  principal  works  on  the  subject  and  gives  cross  references  for  the  coin  types  illustrated  in 
the  various  sources. 

A  series  of  plates  are  presented  at  the  back  of  the  volume  in  the  usual  Sylloge  format. 
These  illustrate  254  individual  coins  from  the  British  Aluseum,  and  in  addition,  there  are 
six  plates  illustrating  material  from  other  sources. 

Perhaps  the  principal  achievement  of  the  work  under  review  is  the  greatly  increased 
precision  of  dating  which  is  now  possible  with  this  rather  difficult  series.  A  point  to  remember 
is  that,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  runic  stones,  the  only  writing  left  by  the  Hiberno-Norsemen 
are  the  legends  on  their  coins.  Therefore  this  work  should  be  of  interest  to  the  archaeologist 
and  student  of  history,  who  realise  the  growing  relevance  of  numismatics  to  their  own  disciplines. 
Certainly  anything  that  can  help  to  throw  more  light  on  a  period  of  Irish  history  that  is  still 
largely  a  closed  book  will  be  welcomed  from  that  source. 

For  the  numismatist  and  collector  the  book  will  undoubtedly  become  the  standard  reference 
work  on  the  Hiberno-Norse  series  and  the  reviewer  unreservedly  recommends  it  to  all  who 
are  interested  in  this  fascinating  series  of  coins — S.N.L. 

FREDRIT  SCHJOTH.  Chinese  Currency.  Revised  and  edited  by  Virgil  Hancock.

The  original  edition  of  this  book  was  entitled  “  The  Currency  of  the  Far  East,”  and  appeared 
in  1929  as  a  publication  of  the  Numismatic  Cabinet  of  the  University  of  Oslo.  It  was  based 
on  Schjoth’s  collection,  which  he  had  previously  presented  to  the  University.  Since  that  time 
the  work  has  been  of  considerable  use  to  collectors  of  this  difficult  and  interesting  series  who, 
until  1929,  had  only  been  able  to  refer  to  Lacouperie  and  Stewart  Lockhart.  Consequently 
the  book  has  been  much  in  demand  by  the  serious  student  of  Chinese  numismatics. 

Now,  we  have  been  given  a  new  edition,  revised  by  an  American  collector  who  has  attempted 
to  make  the  work  more  acceptable  to  the  novice  collector.  Perhaps  he  has  succeeded,  but 
unfortunately  in  so  doing  the  book  has  been  reduced  from  a  serious  numismatic  work  to 
kindergarten  level  that  is  difficult  to  stomach. 

Aluch  has  been  added  to  the  original  work.  There  are  sixteen  pages  of  introduction  written 
in  colloquial  American  entitled,  “  Wait  a  minute,  numismatic  reader!!  You’ll  get  a  lot  more 
out  of  this  work  if  you’ll  pause  a  moment  and  first  digest  these  explanatory  pages.”  In  the 
event,  this  meal  proved  to  be  very  inedible.  With  subtitles  like,  “A  real  fast  word  about 
China,”  and  “A  string  of  romance  in  China’s  history,”  one  is  made  especially  aware  of  how 
English  prose  has  changed  during  the  past  thirty  odd  years. 

In  the  preface  there  is  a  section  on  how  to  read  dates  on  Chinese  coins  and  whereas 
Schjoth’s  work  concerned  itself  with  the  primitive  coins,  cash  and  amulets,  several  extra  pages 
on  the  milled  coins  have  been  added  at  the  end  of  the  work.  In  addition  there  is  a  reign  title 
index,  a  list  of  rulers  and  a  supplement  of  valuations. 

The  layout  of  the  book  is  now  unpleasing  and  the  general  impression  left  is  that  a  straight 
reprint  of  Schjoth’s  work  would  have  been  much  more  acceptable  to  the  numismatist. — L.A.B.
